Prince Elefor Pallatine, and the old Duke of Homorancie, 
' Conftable of France, who'had the whole Rule and Go- 
vernment. of the Country under King Henry the Second, 
" his Maſter mine ; who' were, ſo conſtant, that their: 
favour laſted {> long as I remained in their Service; not 
, without extream and dangerous Envy of ſuch of my Come 
panions as were naturally inclined to that vile Vice, whom 
I took gieat pains by patience, preſents and humilicy 
co- gain-;: obliging them by that carriage to lay aſide patc 
of their malice. But when it chanced me after to ſerve 
Princes of hr Years, and of leſs Experience, at the farſt 
bythe like: diligence; care" and” fidelity, I obtained their 
fayour above the reft of their Servants ; yer at length they 
were carried'/away-by the craft and envy of ſuch as could 
ſubtilly creep into-their favour, by flattery and by joining * 
together in a deceitful bond of fellowſhip, every one of ' 
them. ſetting out the other, as meeteſt and ableſt for the Ser- 
vice of:their Prince, to the wrack of him and his Coun- 
try ; craving-the Prince to be ſecret, and not xo Commus- 
nicate his Secrets to any but their Society. Thus the Prin- 
ces good qualities _ {mother'd with ſuch a Company, 
were commonly led after the Paſſions and Particulerities of 
thoſe, who fhot only at their own marks : Some of them 
continually poflefling his Ear, and debarring there-from 
all honeſt, true and plain ſpeakers ; ſo that no more hope 
could be left of a gracious Government, nor place for good 
men to help their Prince and Country, where-through 
fell out many foul, ſtrange and ſad Accidents, as may be af- 
reryard ſeen and read : Princes miſuſed, and abuled, their

Sometimes a Man may diſcreetly 
put the Prince iri'remembrance of his long and good Ser- 
vice, but caſt 'not'up thy Service, rior. be importuffate in 
demanding rewards ; therefore be not ſo aadacions as to 
find fault with thy Prince's-proceedings, nor to give advice 
uarequired, or advertiſements without good grounds of 
being credited ; for Princes notice not any thing but what 
is told chem by their ' Favourites and Minions, who com- 
monly ſcem to allow and take pleafure' of what{gmever 
Recreation they find the Prince inclined to, not 'as by way 
of flattery, but as by way of yielding, and leaving their 
own pleaſure to take pains to pleaſe the Prince ;' they 
never appear miſcontent although he do not Reward them 
in due time, they never challenge him of breach of Promiſe - 
' in caſe he break it. In many of theſet Rules I confeſs 1 have 
over-ſhot my ſelf, for too great fervency towards the Prin- 
ces Service, having never minded my own particular ad- 
vancement and profit : For otherwiſe I ſhould have at'the 
earneſt..deſire of the Houſe of Guiſe, my old and' great ac- 
quaintances while I was reſiding at the Courr' of France, 
ticled in the: Queens Ear, that her Rebellious Subje&ts, 
who had at their own hands, without her Authority, 
changed Religion, ſhould have been exemplarily puni- 
ſhed as Rebels and Trayters : That if ſhe condeſcended 
ro/ acquieſce ro the eſtabliſhing the Reformed Religion, it 
would be conftrufted as meanneſs of Spirit, and that ſhe 
wanted Authority to curb ſuch a murinous People : That 
ir was below-her at the arrogant dehire of her Nobility,

as well know what is uſually done, 2s what ought to be, - 
There is a certain diſcretion to be uſed, that is free both 
from Sawcyneſs and Aſſentation ; and a man may ma- 
ny times; if he skill it aright, give his Prince good Coun- 
fel, contrary to his inclinations, yet without incurring his 
diſpleaſure, This thou oughteſt ro ſtudy, if ever theu 
be called to publique Afﬀairs, and though thou mayſt 
bend with the- neceffity of ſome Accidents, arid yield 
to the times in ſome things, though not going jult fo as 
thou would have matters to go; and humour the Prince 
in an ordinary buſineſs, to gain opportunity of doing grea- 
| ter good to y Po and thy Conntry,at a more lucky Sea- 
ſon; yet be ſure that thou never Engage in any Dilloyal- 
ty,. Cruelty, or Wickedneſs, nor ſuffer any thing to paſs 
that thou ſeeft will tend to his Ruine or grand Preju- 
dice, without noticing it- to him in ſome humble man- 
ner; and though for that time ir be dif-reliſhing or fligh- 
"red, yet when; he ſees the Effects follow that thou ad- 
cmonithedf him of, he will love thee the better, and ra-
